NOTE: Applicant's amendment to claim 8 changes the scope of the claim and therefore requires additional search and 
consideration. Creating an "updated" cluster-list-table after sorting the cluster-list table , and then loading the operating sustem according 
to the "updated" cluster-list-table differs from simply loading the operating system according to a sequence of the cluster-list-table. 
Examiner's chosen prior art meets the initial claim by having the loading the operating system according to a sequence of the cluster-list- 
table, while the amended claim calls for loading an "updated" cluster-list-table which requires additional search thus definitely changing 
the scope of the claim. 



Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application In condition for allowance because: The Examiner has responded to the Applicants 
same arguments In the previous Office Action and stands by those rejections. Applicant does further argues that there is no evidence 
that's proved that the cluster-list-table which contains the corresponding physical locations of those the files are sorted according to 
cylinder, head, and/or sector numbers. Examiner disagrees as Walsh discloses the grouping(sorting) of sectors into clusters(see column 
7, lines 17-18). We know that the files are sorted according to sector number as Walsh discloses that each sector on the logical disk has 
a unique identifying number that is based on the location of the sector on the logical disk(see column 8, lines 19-21). 
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
